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' Dnring the quarter ended 31st March last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,715 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 243 in every 1,000 of thé estimated 
 population*—and 24,368 deaths, representing an annual rate of 22-2 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
" enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 3,487 persons emigrated. 
In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 28°4 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 18-2 per 1,000. 
The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°5 over the average rate 
_ for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1894-1903, and 0-9 
over the rate for the first quarter of 1903. The deaths are 1,275 
- over those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1903; she death- 
rate is 1:3 above the rate for that quarter, and 0-4 above the average 
for the first quarter of the ten years 1894-1903.

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Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1903, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
an increase of 178 in the average number of Workhouse inmates 
on Saturdays during the quarter, anda decrease of 1,222 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years 
1894-1903, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 992, 
and the number of personson out-door relief shows a decrease of 1,920, 
the total under both heads being 0-9 per cent. below the average for the 
first quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°3 per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (4:6 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the fourth quarter of 1903 is 
equal to the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
ten years.

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MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,073) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1903 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:6 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:2 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1902, but equal to the average rate for the fourth quarter of the 
ten years 1893-1902, The total number of mavriages registered during 
the year was 22,484, or 5:1 per 1,000 of the population, being 0:1 over 
the average rate for the preceding ten years; 16,044 were registered 
under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 6,440 under 
the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to 4:9 per 
1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter afford- 
ing a rate of 5-7 per 1,000 of the members of all other religious 
persuasions. Compared with the corresponding averages for the 
previous ten years, the rate under the former heading shows an increase 
of 0:3, but that under the latter a decrease'of 0-4. Of the-22,484 
marriages registered last year, 7,022 were registered in the first quarter, 
5,176 in the second, 5,213 in the third, and 5,073 in the fourth.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
March last was 26,715—13,800 boys and 12,915 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41:2, or 24:3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. ‘The average number of births registered during 
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the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1894-1903 was 26,791, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 23°8 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—- 
Leinster, 23:9 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 23:5; Ulster, 24:4; and Connaught, 24:0. 

The highest county birth-rate* is 32:4 for Dublin Co. Borough, and 
the lowest 19:1 for Meath. Of the intermediate rates the highest 
five are—Belfast Co. Borough, 31°5; Mayo, 27:7; Kerry, 26:4 ; 
Limerick Co. and Co. Borough, 25:7; Londonderry Co. and Co. 
Borough, 25.1; and the lowest five are Queen’s Co., 19°6; Wicklow, 
19:8; Roscommon, 19:8; Tyrone, 29:1; and-Carlow, 20:2. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 31st March last was 24,368—11,981 males and 12,387 females 


-—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 45:1, or 22-2 per 1,000 of the 


estimated population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1894-1903 was 21°8 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 23-7 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 20:4; in Ulster, 22°7; 
and in Connaught, 18-9. 

‘he county death-rates* range from 15-5 in Kerry, to 31:3 in 
Dublin County Borough. Between these rates the lowest five are 
Roscommon, 17:4; Clare, 17:4; Mayo, 18:2; Cavan, 18:4; and 
Fermanagh, 18°6 ; and the highest five are—Belfast Co. Borough, 25:7; 
Armagh, 25:5; Wexford, 24-6; Tipperary, S.R., 23:6; and Westmeath, 
23:3.

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Ages.—Of the 24,368 deaths registered last quarter, 2,930, or 12:0 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 11,369, or 46-7 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 109-7 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 12°6 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 11:4 per cent.; in Ulster, 13:3 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
8-0 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 42-2 per cent.; in 
Munster, to 48:0 per cent.; in Ulster, to 46-2 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 55-7 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
cliseases* is 900, or less by 174 than the number occurring in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1903, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0°8 
per 1,000 living, being 0-2 below the rate for the first quarter of last 
year, and 0-2 under the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1894-1903, 


‘Smali-pox—Four deaths from small-pox were registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. Of these, two occurred in the Registrar’s District of 
Achill, in the Union of Westport, and two in the Registrar’s District of 
Ballylesson, in the Union of Lisburn. Of the four deaths from small-pox, 
one, an old man, had been inoculated in his youth, and had a good mark ; 
another had been vaccinated in infancy, and had a faint mark ; a third 
had been vaccinated in infancy, 41 years ago, and the fourth fatal case 
-was that of an unvaccinated child, aged 5 years. In the year, 1903, 
the deaths from small-pox occurred as follows:—Four in the first 
quarter, 29 in the second quarter, 7 in the third quarter, and not one 
death in the fourth quarter of the year. 


Measles.—The deaths from measles, 61 in number, are considerably 
less than those which occurred in the March quarter of 1903, when 291 
deaths were registered. “During the successive periods following in that 
year the deaths declined to 178 in June quarter, 79 in September 
quarter, and 60 in the December quarter. The deaths recorded from 
measles in the March quarter of the years 1900-1902 were 260, 168, 
and 82, respectively. There were twelve counties in which deaths from 
measles occurred. Ninteen deaths were registered in the County 
Borough of Dublin (of which figure 17 appertained to the Registrar’s 
District of North City No. 3); 10 were registered in Cork County and 
County Borough, and 18 deaths were registered as occuring in the 
County Borough of Belfast. 


Scarlet Fever.——The deaths from scarlet fever, 52 in number, show a 
decrease of 4 as compared with the number registered in the preceding 
quarter, and are also 7 below the average number of deaths from this 
disease for the corresponding period of the past 5 years. In the March, 
June, and September quarters of 1903, the deaths from scarlet fever 
were 69, 49, and 35, respectively. Of the 8 deaths registered in 
Dublin County Borough 4 appertained to the Registrar’s District of 
South City No. 1. 

Typhus.—Deaths from typhus registered during the quarter, 13 in 
number, were 12 below the average for the March quarter of the previous 
quinquennial period ; they also show a decline of 11 as compared with thé

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December quarter of 1903. In the Union of Shgo 3 deaths were 
registered, in Dingle and Listowel in each two, and one death was 
recorded in each of the following Unions :—Ballinasloe, Cavan, Clifden, 
Glennamaddy, Kenmare, and Londonderry. 


Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping-cough, 466 in number, 
constitute more than 50 per cent. of deaths from the diseases now the 
subject of review, and are equal to an annual rate of 0-4 per 1,000 of the 
population of Ireland, estimated to the middle of 1904. The total 
number of deaths exceed the average number registered in the cor- 
responding quarter of the previous five years by 205, and is 214 
over the number registered in the December quarter of 1903. In 
the March, June, and September quarters of 1903, the deaths recorded 
from whooping-cough were 287, 241, and 188, respectively. Of the 
total (466), it will be seen, from Abstract I., that 129 deaths were 
recorded in the province of Leinster, 77 in the province of Munster, 
251 in the province of Ulster, and 9 deaths only appear to have occurred 
in Connaught. Of 101 deaths registered in Dublin County Borough, 53 
appertained to the Northern districts, and 48 to the Southern districts, 
25 deaths being registered in the Registrar’s District of South City 
No. 4. Of 127 deaths from whooping-cough, registered in the County 
Borough of Belfast, 23 appertained to the Registrar’s District of Belfast 
Urban No. 6; 17 deaths were registered in the Registrar’s District of 
Limerick Urban No. 3; 7 in the Registrar’s District of Crumlin 
(Antrim Union) ; 7 in the Registrar’s District of Bellaghy (Magherafelt 
Union), and 6 in the District of Caher (Cahersiveen Union). 


Diphtheria,—The deaths from diphtheria have increased from 77 in 
the preceding quarter to 79, but are below the average (100) for 
the corresponding quarter of the past five years by 21. The deaths 
registered from diphtheria in the first three quarters of 1903 were 
respectively. 115, 71, and 49. 

Of the 79 deaths in the whole of Ireland for the quarter, 18 were 
registered in Leinster, 5 in Munster, 41 in Ulster, and 15 in Connaught. 


Simple Continued and Ill-defined Fever.—-Sixteen deaths were re- 
turned by the Registrars as being due to one or other of the causes 
included in this heading. 


Enteric Fever.-—The deaths attributed to enteric fever for the quarter 
in the whole of Ireland were 110 in number (equal to a rate of 0:10 per 
1,000 of the population) the average number for the March quarter of 
the past five years being 142. In the four quarterly periods of the year 
1903, deaths registered from enteric fever were, 107, 103, 98, and 116, 
respectively, The deaths in Dublin County Borough (29), Cork County 
and County Borough (6), and Belfast County Borough (21), in total 56, 
are more than 50 per cent. of all deaths occurring in Ireland. 

The death-rate from enteric fever in ihe provinces is for Leinster 0°13 
per 1,000 of the 1901 census population, for Munster 0-06 per 1,000, for 
Ulster 0-12 per 1,000, and for Connaught 0-06 per 1,000. Enteric 
fever caused one or more deaths in each county in Ireland, excepting 


County Longford, Queen’s County, Westmeath, Wexford, Clare, - 


Tipperary, N.R., Cavan, and Sligo. Of the 29 deaths in Dublin 
County Borough, 14 appertained to the North City districts, and 15 to 
the South City districts; in Belfast County Borough of the 21 deaths 
registered, 10 appertained to the District of Belfast Urban No. 4. 

In the Registrar’s District of Abbey in the Union of Tuam 5 deaths 
are reported,

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Diarrhoeal Diseases—The deaths ascribed to the diseases which are 
classified under this head were 99 in number. This figure is well below 
the average (169) for the corresponding period of the preceding five 
years, and is moreover less than half the number of deaths recorded 
from diarrhcea] diseases in the December quarter of 1903. 


Hydrophobia.—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—-Small-pox in one district, measles in 12 districts, scarlet 
_ fever in 23, whooping-cough in 60, diphtheria in 22, fever in 28 (typhus, 

8, enteric, 19, and simple or ill-defined fever, one), influenza in 71 ; 
chicken-pox in one, and mumps in 15. 


_—s-: Enquests.— here were 602 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
_ the quarter, this number being equal to i in every 40 of the total deaths 
- registered. 


_ In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 40 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 50, in Ulster 1 to 31, and in Connaught 1 to 88. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 24,368 deaths registered, 4,673, 
or 19-2 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 26-2, in Munster 23:3, in Ulster 13-4, and in Connaught 
13-0.

logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phcenix Park, 


Dublin, during the first quarter of the years 1899-1904, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 14) :— 

The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1904 
was 29°768 inches, being -105 below the average for the corres-

ponding quarter of the five years 1899-1903 ; the highest reading 
(30-775 inches) was on the 22nd January, at 9 A.M., air calm ; and the 
lowest (28°719 inches) on the 13th February, at 9 A. M., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 10°0°, or 0:7 
below the average for the first quarter of the five years 1899—1903. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was &8:2° — 
and the minimum 22°4°, The maximum heat in sun was 108-0°, and 
the minimum on the grass 17°2°. 

Rain or snow fell on 60 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 8:160 inches, being 1:713 inches above the average for the 
first quarter of the five years 1899-1903.. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall was in February, when 3°296 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 23 days from S.W., on 22 days from W., on 10 
days from 8., on 9 days each from N.E. and E., on 7 days from S.E., 
on 2 days from N., on one day from N.W., and the air was calm on 8 
days at 9 A.M. 

January—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 

29°829 inches; the highest reading (30°775 inches) was on the 22nd at 
9 a.M., air calm ; and the lowest (28-871 inches) on the 13th, at 9 a.m., 
_ wind S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 40°6°, ‘ic maximum 
registered was 52:8° and the minimum 25°3°. The 27th was the 
warmest day, and the 6th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 40:9°, and of the wet bulb 39°2°. The maximum heat in sun was 
800°, and the minimum on the grass 19°0°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 22 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 52°6 hours, the greatest daily amount heing 5:3 hours on 
the 3lst. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 0:0, and the 
mean 05. Rain or snow fell on 21 days. The rain-fall measured 2-561 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘505 inch on the 4th. 

February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-493 inches; the highest reading (30°29 inches) was on the 27th 
at 9 A.M., wind W.,°and the lowest (28°719 inches) on the 13th, at 
9 am., wind S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 38-9°, the 
‘maximum registered was 54:0°, and the minimum 25:9°. The 21st 
was the warmest day, and the Ist the coldest night.

In compiling the following Table (pp. 16, 17) the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North; 2. Ireland, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking these results.

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Ages.—Of the 20,793 deaths registered last quarter, 2,414, or 11-6 
per cent,, were of children under 1 year old; and 8,888, or 42:7 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. ‘The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 89:5 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 12:5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ;

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
cliseases* is 873, or greater by 49 than the number occurring in the cor- 
‘responding quarter of 1903, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0°8 
per 1,000 living, being 0-1 over the rate fd? the second quarter of last 
year, but 0-1 under the average rate for the second quarter of the ten 
years 1894-1903, 


Small-pox,—The Registrars of Achill,t Ballycarry, Lisburn, Belfast 
(Districts Nos. 11 and 12), Dunglow No. 2, and Bellarena have reported 
that small-pox occurred in their Districts during the quarter ended 30th 
June. There were, however, only two deaths registered from the 
disease, one in Achill, in the Superintendent-Registrar’s District of 
Westport, and the other in Bellarena, in the Superintendent-Registrar’s 
District of Limavady. In the former case the child was vaccinated two 
_ days prior to the appearance of the symptoms of the disease, and in the 

latter the cause of death was registered “most probably variola,’ and 
was uncertified. The deaths from small-pox registered in Ireland in 
the five quarterly periods preceding were 4, 29, 7, 0, and 4 respectively, 
and the average number of deaths for the corresponding period of the 
past 5 years is 6. | } | 

_Measles,—_Deaths registered from measles, which numbered 61 in the 
March quarter of the year, rose to 85 in the period now under notice. 
They are, however, considerably: under the average number (192) for 
the corresponding quarter of the past & years. The 85 deaths represent 
an annual rate of 0°08 per 1,000 of the estimated population of Ireland, 
Of the total, 32 deaths were tabulated for the County Borough of 
Dirblin (12 appertaining to the North City District No. 3), and 34 were 
registered in the County Borough of Belfast, of which number 11 apper- 
tained to Belfast Urban District No. 11, and 14 to Belfast Urban 
District No. 12, 


Scarlet Fever.—The deaths from scarlet fever (45) represent an 
annual rate af 0-04 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the country, 
and are 7 under the number registered in the quarterly period preced- 
ing, but slightly exceed the average (44) for the corresponding quarter 
of the past 5 years. In 20 counties no death from this disease was re- 
corded. Seven deaths were registered in Dublin County Borough 
and an equal number in Belfast County Borough ; there were also 7 
deaths from the disease in the Union of Lisburn. 


_ Fyphus.— Although the deaths registered from typhus (17) exceed 
the number recorded in the previous quarter by 4, they are consider- 
ably below the average (31) for the corresponding quarterly period of

discharged cured on 16th April. 
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the preceding 5 years, The deaths from typhus in the year 1903 were 
respectively for March quarter 21, for June quarter 14, for September 
quarter 15, and for December quarter 24. Three deaths were regis- 
tered in Listowel Superintendent Registrar’s District, two each in Kells 
and Westport, and one death was registered in each of the following 
Superintendent Registrars’ Districts :—Banbridge, Belfast, Carlow, 
Cork, Granard, Kenmare, Mount Bellew, Newtownards, Skibbereen, 
and Waterford. 


‘Whooping-cough.—The deaths registered from whooping-cough (431), 
are far in excess of the average (234) for the corresponding quarterly 
period of the past 5 years, but are slightly below the number (466) re- 
corded in the preceding quarter of 1904. There were 287 deaths from 
the disease registered in the March quarter of 1903, 241 in the June 
quarter, 188 in the September quarter, and 252 in the December 
quarter of the year. The number of deaths from whooping-cough 
for the June quarter of 1904 represents an annual rate of 0°39 per 
1,000 of the estimated population of Ireland. In eight counties no 
death from whooping-cough was recorded, namely :—Four in Leinster, 
Kildare, Kilkenny, Louth, and Wicklow ; one in Munster, County Tip- 
perary, S.R.; one in Ulster, County Fermanagh ; and two in Connaught, 
namely, Leitrim and Sligo. Sixty-five deaths were registered in 
Dublin County Borough, 27 in Cork County and County Borough, 16 
in Limerick County and County Borough, 109 in Belfast County 
Borough, and 24 in Londonderry County and County Borough ; further, 
in Nenagh Registrar's District 14 deaths were registered, 9 in Turlough- 
more, 8 in Lisburn, 7 in New Ross, 6 deaths in Emyvale, 6 in Head- 
ford, and 5 in each of the following districts—Fermoy, Killyleagh, and 
Aughnacloy. The deaths registered from whooping-cough amount to 
49 per cent. of the principal epidemic diseases registered during the 
quarter ended 30th June, 1904. 


Diphtheria.—The fatalities caused by diphtheria show a marked 
decline, when compared with those occurring in the quarter preceding. 
In the period now under notice 47 deaths were registered, while in the 
March quarter of the year 79 deaths were registered—the numbers 
for the three quarterly periods preceding being respectively 71, 49, and 
77, and the average number of deaths from diphtheria for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the past five years being 67. Nine of the deaths 
registered appertained to Dublin County Borough, 7 to Belfast County 
Borough, of which number 4 appertained to the District of Belfast 
Urban No. 4. Further, there were two deaths from diphtheria regis- 
tered in each of the districts following —-Newtownbarry, Bandon, 
Galgorm, Waterside Urban, and Ballycroy. 


Enteric Fever.-—The deaths recorded from enteric fever numbered 
96. In the three quarters preceding the deaths registered were 
respectively 98, 116, and 110—the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the preceding five years being 155. The 96 deaths repre- 
sent arate of 0-09 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Of the deaths, 29 were registered for the Province of Leinster, 18 for 
Munster, 44 for Ulster, and 5 for Connaught. Fourteen appertained 
to Dublin County Borough, 8 to Cork County and County Borough, 
4 to Limerick County and County Borough, and 20 to Belfast County 
Borough. Four deaths occurred in the Registrar’s District of Naas 
and Carragh, and three deaths were registered in each of the following 
districts Charleville, Lisburn, and Cavan. 
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In addition to the 17 deaths directly attributed to typhus, and 
96 deaths directly attributed to enteric fever, ten deaths were returned 


in the quarterly period now under notice as being due to simple, con- 


tinued, cr ill-defined fever. 


Diarrhoeal Diseases—The deaths attributed to diarrhcea] diseases, 
which amounted to 420 in the September quarter of 1903, fell to 200 
in the December quarter of that year, and further declined to 99 in 
the March quarter of 1904, rose in the following quarter, now the 
subject of review, to 140, which figure represents a rate of 0-13 per 
1,000 of the estimated population of the country. Of the deaths 
from diarrheal diseases, 29 were tabulated for the County Borough of 
Belfast, 12 for the County Down, 11 for Cork County and County 
Borough, and 7 for Dublin County Borough. 


Hydrophobia,—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—-Small-pox in 7 districts, measkes in 11 districts, scarlet 
fever in 17, whooping-cough in 50, diphtheria in 11, fever in 27 (typhus, 
10, enteric, 14, and simple or ill-defined fever, 3), influenza in 13 ; 
chicken-pox in one, and mumps in 4. 


Inquests.— There were 467 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 45 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 42 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 55, in Ulster 1 to 35, and in Connaught 1 to 110. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. —Of the 20,793 deaths registered, 3,990, 
or 19-2 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 26:7, in Munster 22:6, in Ulster 13:3, and in Connaught 
13°1.

The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 54d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the second 
quarter of the year 1903 the average price was 54d., and in the 
corresponding quarter of 1894 it was 5d. 

The average price of oatmeal (lst quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 14s. 6d. per cwt., being 6d. under the average for the cor- 
responding quarter of the year 1903. In the second quarter of 1894 
the average price was 14s. 9d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 4s. 7d. to 5s. 6d. In the second quarter of 1903 
the average prices were 3s. 1ld. to 5s. 1d., and the prices for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1894 were 2s. 10d. to 4s. 2d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 52s. 6d. to 61s. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1903 the average prices were from 56s. 6d. to 60s. 6d., and 
in the second quarter of 1894 they were from 46s. to 59s. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 19s. to 18s. per ton nett. 

The highest price of 22 per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £9013, and the lowest £86}. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank 
- of Ireland was 4 per cent., to which it was lowered from 44 per cent. 
on the 14th April.

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The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the second quarter of 1904 was 43,095, or 264 over 
the average for the corresponding quarter of 1903. 3 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 56,388, being 653 under the average for the second 
quarter of 1903. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the second quarter of 
1904, an average number of 1,423 in each week were located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals ; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1903 the average weekly number was 1,432.

logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the second quarter of the years 1899-1904, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 108) :— 
The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1904 
was 29°943 inches, being 0-013 inch under the average for the corres-

In compiling the following Table (pp. 110, 111), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. lreland, North ; 2. Ireland, 
South. Each District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking these results. 


The stations selected, with the names of the Observers, are shown 
below..

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MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,337) registered in Ireland during the second quarter 
of 1904 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:8 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being equal to the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1903, and 0-2 above the average rate for the second quarter of the 
ten years 1894-1903, Of the total number of marriages 3,736 were 
registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 
1,601 under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal 
to an annual rate of 4°6 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic 
population, and the latter affording a rate of 5-6 per 1,000 of the 
members of all other religious persuasions. Compared with the corre- 
sponding averages for the previous ten years, the rate under the former 
heading shows an increase of 0-5, but that under the latter a decrease 
of 0-5. It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country 
the greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages 
are celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the 
number in the first quarter is generally less than. that for any of the 
other quarters of the year.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
September last was 25,598—12,923 boys and 12,675 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 43-0, or 23:3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during

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the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1894-1903 was 25,598, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 22: 7 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 23-7 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 21:9; Ulster, 24:2; and Connaught, 20-4. 

The highest county birth-rate* is 32-9 for Dublin Co. Borough, and 
the lowest 17-1 for King’s Co, Of the intermediate rates the highest 
five are—Belfast Co. Borough, 31:1; Londonderry Co. and Co. 
Borough, 25:0; Limerick Co. and Co. Borough, 24:5 ; Antrim, 23°8 ; 
and Down, 23-7; and the lowest five are Monaghan, 17°1; Sligo, 
17°6 ; Cavan, 18°1 ; Clare, 18°5 ; and Longford, 18-9. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th September last was 16,296—8,157 males and 8,139 females 
—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 67:5, or 14°8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the.ten years 1894-1903 was also 14:8 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 16°7 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 13:0; in Ulster, 15:2; 
and in Connaught, 12:1. 

The county death-rates* range from 10:5 in Leitrim to 23-4 in 
Dublin County Borough. Between these rates the lowest five are 
Clare, 10°8; Mayo, 10°9 ; Cavan, 11:1; Kilkenny, 11°5; and Louth, 
11°6; and the highest five are—Belfast, 17°38; Wexford, 17:5;

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Ages.—Of the 16,296 deaths registered last quarter, 2,420, or 14:9 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 6,310, or 38:7 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 94°5 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 17-8 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ;

Small-pox.—F our deaths from small-pox, equal to an annual rate of 
0:004 per 1,000 of the estimated population were registered during the 
quarter ; these, with 4 deaths in the March quarter, and 2 deaths in 
the June quarter, make a total of 10 deaths registered in Ireland from 
small-pox up to the 30th September of the present year. Two of the 
_ deaths occurred in the Registrar's District of Armagh, in the Union of 
Armagh ; one in the Registrar’s District of Irvinestown, in the Union 
of Irvinestown ; and one in the Registrar’s District of Ballylesson, in 
the Union of Lisburn. With respect to the condition of the deceased 
persons, as regards vaccination, the two deaths which occurred in 
Armagh are reported as of persons who where ‘ never vaccinated.” 
The Registrar of Irvinestown reports that “no marks of previous 
vaccination ” existed, and the Registrar of Ballylesson states that ‘* one 
indistinct vaccination mark ” was observed on the person whose death 
was registered in the District. The Registrars in their notes report 
that small-pox occurred in the following Districts during the September 
quarter of the year :—Armagh, Ballinamore, Ballycarry, Barronstown 
Belfast Urban No. XII., Ederney, Galway No. 3, Irvinestown, Keady, 
Killeshandra, Monaghan, Mountcharles, Omagh No. 1., Ravensdale, 
Drogheda, No. 3, and Trim. 


Measles,_—The deaths from measles (87) are less than one-half of the 
average number for the corresponding quarterly period of the five pre 
ceding years ; in the December quarter of 1903, and the March and 
June quarters of 1904, the deaths from measles were 60, 61, and 85 
respectively. The 87 deaths for the September quarter are equal to an 
annual rate of 0:08 per 1,000 of the estimated population of Ireland.

Scarlet Fever,—Although slightly above the average for the Septem-

Enteric Fever.-—Deaths from enteric fever, which numbered 116 in 
the December quarter of 1903, fell to 110 in the March quarter of 1904, 
and fell further to 96 in the June quarter,in the period under notice 
numbered 104, being considerably under the average (187) for the 
corresponding September quarter of the preceding five years, and equal to 
an annual rateof 0-09 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the country.

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 


logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the third quarter of the years 1899-1904, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 200) :— . 

The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 1904 
was 29°988 inches, being 0-016 over the average for the corres-

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ponding quarter of the five years 1899-1903; the highest reading 
_ (30-321 inches) was on the 23rd September, at 9 p.m., wind N.E. ; 
and the lowest (29-458 inches) on the 14th August, at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 56°7°, or 0-2° 
under the average for the third quarter of the five years 1899—1903. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 74:8” 
and the minimum 34°6°. The maximum heat in sun was 131°4°, and 
the minimum on the grass 28°2°. 

Rain fell on 51 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 
5:773 inches, being 3°820 inchés under the average for the third 
quarter of the five years 1899-1903. The greatest monthly rain-fall 
was in August, when 2°795 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 26 days from 8.W., on 20 days from W., on 11 
days from E., on 7 days each from S.E. and §., on 5 days from N.E., 
on 2 days from N.W., on 1 day from N., and the air was calm on 13 
days at 9 A.M. 

July-—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-977 inches; the highest reading (30°294 inches) was on the 9th at 
9 a.m., wind W.S.W.; and the lowest (29°640 inches) on the 1st, at 9 
A.M., wind S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 58-6", the 
maximum registered was 72:0°, and the minimum 42°4°. The 20th 
was the warmest day, and the 7th the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 60:2°, and of the wet bulb 56°3°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 128:5°, and the minimum on the grass 36°4°. The total 
amount of sunshine recorded was 207-0 hours, the greatest daily 
amount being 15-2 hours on the 7th. The maximum ozone was 0°7, 
the minimum 0-0, and the mean0-3. Rain fell on 16 days. The 
rain-fall measured 1-440 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 
‘365 inch on the 25th. 

August.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-975 inches; the highest reading (30°:260 inches) was on the 8th 
at 9 a.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°458 inches) on the 14th, at 
9 p.m., wind S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 57:5°, the 
maximum registered was 74°8°, and the minimum 39:3". The 3rd 
was the warmest day, and the 20th the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 58:9°, and of the wet bulb 64:°9°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 131:4°, and the minimum on the grass 33:0°. The total 
amount of sunshine recorded was 189°0 hours, the greatest daily 
ariiount being 11-0 hours on the 7th. The maximum ozone was 0°9, 
the minimum 0:1, and the mean 0-4. Rain fell on 19 days. The 
rain-fall measured 2°795 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 
‘700 inch on. the 30th. 

September.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30-012 inches; the highest reading (30°321 inches) was on the 23rd, 
at 9 p.M., wind N.E.; and the lowest (29:584 inches) on the 5th, at 
9 p.m., wind S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 54:0° ; the 
maximum registered was 69:2°, and the minimum 34:6°. The 16th 
was the warmest day, and the 29th the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 56°3°, and of the wet bulb 52°8°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 121°8°, and the minimum on the grass 28°2°. The total 
amount of sunshine recorded was 166:0 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 12-0 hours on the 3rd. The maximum ozone was 0°9, the 
minimum 0-0, and the mean 0-4. Rain fell on 16 days. The rain-fall 
measured 1:538 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘520 inch 
on the 12th.

in compiling the following Table (pp. 202, 203), the stations have 
been grouped into two Districts, namely, 1. Ireland, North; 2. Ireland, 
South. Hach District is represented by six stations. 


In making a selection from the whole number of stations available, 
endeavour has been made to represent as far as possible the various 
meteorological conditions of the several districts. Regard has been had 
not only “to uniformity of geographical distribution, but also to the 
situation of the stations with regard to the,sea coast, their height above 
sea level, and to their special characteristics as representing urban, sub- 
urban, or rural meteorological conditions. 


Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking these results. 


The stations selected, with the names of the Observers, are shown 
below.

During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,475 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 22:2 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 18,145 deaths, representing an annual rate of 16:5 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted aa 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 6,748 persons emigrated, 
In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 27'1 in every 

1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 16:4 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0-4 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1894-1903, and 0°1 
over the rate for the fourth quarter of 1903. The deaths are 75 
over those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1903; the death 
rate is equal to the rate for that quarter, but Q°1 below the average 
for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1894-1903. :

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Compared with those for. the corresponding quarter of 1903, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show 
a decrease of 89 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and an increase of 200 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1894-19053, the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 845, 
and the number of persons on out-door relief shows an increase of 761, 
the total under both heads being 1°6 per cent. above the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years, The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°3 per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (4'8 per 1,000 of the population) represented

of the ten years 1894-1903 was 16°6 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 18:5 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, ‘1b: 4; in Ulster, 16:7;

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Ages.—Of the 18,145 deaths registered last quarter, 2,461, or 13°6 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 7,454, or 41:1 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 190°6 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 15-7 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 13:6 per cent.; in Ulster, 13:0 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
9:9 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 37°9 per cent. ; in 
Munster, to 41-6 per cent.; in Ulster, to 40°6 per cent.; and in Connaught, 
to 49°8 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 

HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 1,060, or greater by 263 than the number occurring in the 
corresponding quarter of 1903, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 
1:0 per 1,000 living, being 0°3 over the rate for the fourth quarter of 
1903, but equal to the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years 1894-1903. 

Smali-pox.—Lhe six deaths which were registered during the , 
quarter from small-pox, represent a rate of 0:01 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population of Ireland. They occurred in the province of 
Ulster, 5 appertaining to the County Borough of Belfast, took place in 
the Small-pox Hospital, Purdysburn, in the Registrar’s District of 
Ballylesson, (Lisburn Union), and one death was registered in the 
District of Lurgan No. 1, in the Armagh portion of Lurgan Union. In 
the preceding quarterly periods of the year 1904, deaths registered 
from small-pox were 4, 2, and 4, respectively, and the average for the 
December quarter of the preceding 5 years is 0°4. | 

The condition as regards vaccination of the persons who died is 
reported as following :—of the 5 deaths appertaining to Belfast County 
Borough which occurred in the Small-pox Hospital, Purdysburn, one 
was vaccinated, and 4 were not vaccinated, and the death which 
occurred in Lurgan was that of an unvaccinated child. 

Measles,__The deaths due to measles which were registered during 
the quarter amount to 262, and represent a rate of 0:24 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population of the country. The deaths registered are in 
excess of those registered during the 6 preceding quarters, but are 
., below the number registered (291), in the March quarter of 1903, and 
are nearly equal to the average deaths (264) from measles for the 
December quarter of the 5 years which precede 1904. Of the total 
deaths registered from measles, 90 appertain to the County Borough of 
Dublin, and 120 (nearly one half of the total) to the County Borough 
of Belfast. Of the 90 deaths in Dublin, 81 were tabulated for South 
City Districts, 45 appertaining to the District of South City No. 1; 
and of the deaths in Belfast County Borough 35 appertained to the 
District of Belfast Urban No. 3, 26 to Belfast Urban No. 10, and 
15 to Belfast Urban No. 4. ; 

Scarlet Fever,—The deaths from scarlet fever (62) are in excess of 
the numbers registered in any one of the preceding quarters of the 
year, namely :—52 in March quarter, 45 in June quarter, and 41 in 
September quarter, but are slightly below the average (67) for the 
corresponding period of the preceding 5 years. ‘The deaths from scarlet 
fever registered during the quarter represent a rate of 0-06 per 1,000 
of the estimated population. — , 

Hight deaths from scarlet fever were registered in the Registrar’s 
District of New Ross, in which district the Workhouse Hospital is 
situated, and 4 deaths were registered in the Registrar’s District of 


Castlebar No. 2. 
* See note (f) on page 286. 
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Typhus.—The deaths from typhus registered during the quarter 
were only 5 in number, being 21: under the average for the corres- 
ponding quarterly period of the past 5 years. In the three preceding 
quarters of 1904, 13, 17, and 18 deaths were registered, respectively, 
from this disease. 

Of the deaths from typhus one was assigned to each of the following 
Unions :—Gatway, Kilkenny, Lismore, Tobercurry, and Tuam. 

Whooping-cough.—The mortality from whooping. cough (235 deaths), 
although less than that recorded in any one of the preceding quarters 
of the year 1904, namely 466, 431, and 249, respectively, is above the 
average for the December quarter for the five years ending with 1903 
by 42 deaths; the total deaths represent a rate of 0°21 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population. 

One or more deaths from whooping-cough were registered in each 
County in Ireland, during the quarter under notice, with the exceptions 
of Louth, Cavan, Fermanagh, and Monaghan. In the Unions of Belfast 
and Lurgan 15 deaths were respectively registered ; in South Dublin 
Union 13, and in each of the Unions of Armagh, Dingle, and Wexford 
1] deaths from whooping-cough were registered. 

Diphtheria.—The annual rate represented by deaths from diphtheria 
(92), is equal to 0°08 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The 92 
deaths are in excess of the number registered in any preceding quarterly 
period, as far back as the March quarter of 1903 when 115 deaths from 
diphtheria were recorded. The deaths in the three quarters immediately 
preceding that under notice, were respectively 79, 47, and 56, the 
average number of deaths for the December quarter of the five pre- 
ceding years being 108. 

In 39 of the 159 Unions or Superintendent Registrar’s Districts into 
which Ireland is divided, either one or more deaths from diphtheria 
were registered. In each of sixteen Unions one death was registered, 
in each of nine Unions 2 deaths were registered, in each of eight Unions 
3 deaths were registered, in Ballymena, Dublin (North), and Lurgan 
Unions 4 deaths were registered in each; in Belfast Union 6 deaths 
were registered, in Downpatrick Union 7 deaths were registered, and 
in Longford Union 9 deaths were reported. The 7 deaths in Down- 
patrick Union were all registered in the Registrar’s District of 
Killyleagh, and 7 of the 9 deaths in Longford Union were registered 
in the Registrar’s District of Drumlish; the figures for the respective 
Registrars’ Districts were equivalent to an annual death-rate of 3°8 and 
3°2 per 1,000 of the population. 

Enteric Fever.-—Although the deaths referred to enteric fever (which 
number 183), are in excess of the number registered in the previous 
quarter, and also of the number registered in the December quarter of 
1903, they are below the average (183) for the corresponding quarterly 
period of the years 1899-1903. The deaths represent an annual rate 
of 012 per 1,000. Referring to the distribution of jthe disease it may 
be seen from Abstract I., page 300, that no deaths from enteric fever 
were reported from the following Counties—Carlow, Dublin (not 
including the County Borough of Dublin), Kilkenny, Louth, Meath, 
Queen’s County, Wicklow, Kerry, Tipperary, N. R., Donegal, Leitrim, 
‘and Roscommon. 

Of the deaths, 14 were in Dublin County Borough, 24 in Cork County 
and County Borough, and 43 in Belfast County Borough ; it further 
appears from Abstract II]. that 4 deaths from enteric fever were 
registered in the District of New Ross, and 3 deaths in the District of 
Tullamore. 

Diarrhoeal Diseases—!n the March quarter of 1904, the deaths which 
were classified to the diarrhceal diseases, namely, epidemic or zymotie 
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enteritis, dysentery, diarrhea, etc., numbered 99 ; in the second or June 
quarter the number rose to 140; and in the September quarter further 
rose to 607. In the quarter under notice the deaths declined to 255, 
a number which although below the average (292) for the corresponding 
quarterly period of the five years preceding, is above the number (200) 
of deaths recorded during the December quarter of 1903. The deaths 
(255) equal a rate of 0°23 per 1,000 of. the estimated population of 
Ireland. 

Nearly 60 per cent. of the deaths (255) from diarrhceal diseases were 
registered in the unions of Belfast (56), Cork (11), Dublin North (25), 
Dublin South (40), and Waterford (10). Of the 56 deaths in Belfast 
‘Union, all appertained to Belfast County Borough; of 25 deaths in - 
North Dublin Union, 24 appertained to Dublin County Borough; of 
40 deaths in South Dublin Union, 34 appertained to Dublin County 
Borough ; and of 10 deaths in Waterford Union, 8 appertained to the 
County Borough of Waterford. 

Hydrophobia,—No death from this cause was registered in Ireland 
during the quarter. 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :_-Small-pox in 3. districts, measles in 24 districts, scarlet 
fever in 35, whooping-cough in 44, diphtheria in 25, fever in 24 (typhus, 
2, enteric, 21, and simple or ill-defined fever, one), influenza in 16, and 
chicken-pox in one. 

Inquests.— There were 470 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to i in every 39 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 34 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 46, in Ulster 1 to 34, and in Connaught 1 to 72. 

Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 18,145 deaths registered, 3,484, 
or 19-2 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 25°6, in Munster 23-5, in Ulster 13-4, and in Connaught 
12-8. |

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the fourth quarter of the years 1899-1904, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 296) :—- , 
The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of 1904 
was 30-011 inches, being 0-144 over the average for the corres- 


* Latitude 53° 21’ 44°65” north ; longitude 6° 21’ 6°35” west. Height above the sea 155°3 feet. 
Tbe barometrical readings have been corrected for altitude and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit,

Rain or snow fell on 41 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 3:600 inches, being 4°521 inches under the average for the 
fourth quarter of the five years 1899-1903.

The wind blew on 34 days from W., on 17 days from 8.W., on 6 
days from N.W., on 5 days from E., on 4 days from 8.E., on 2 days 
each from N. and §., and the air was calm on 22 days at 9 aM. 

October-—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30'087 inches ; the highest reading (30-505 inches) was on the 12th at 
9 P.M, air calm ; and the lowest (29:422 inches) on the 5th, at 9 p.m., 
wind W. ‘The mean temperature of the air was 49°3°, the maximum 
registered was 63:5°, and the minimum 27:8°, The 21st was the 
warmest day, and the 13th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 50°3°, and of the wet bulb 48°1°. The maximum heat in sun was 
110-0°, and the minimum on the grass 220°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 12 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 90-9 hours, the greatest daily amount being 9:9 hours on 
the Ist. The maximum ozone was 0°9, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 
0-4. Rain or snow fell on 10 days. The rain-fall measured -650 
Inch ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘330 inch on the 16th, 

November.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30-079 inches ; the highest reading (30-540 inches) was on the 16th 
at 9 A.M., wind W., and the lowest (29'440 inches) on the 7th, at 
9 AM., wind W. The mean temperature of the air was 43:0°, the 
maximum registered was 57:‘5°, and the minimum 23°1°.. The 15th 
was the warmest day, and the 22nd the coldest night. The mean of the 
dry bulb was 43°3°, and of the wet bulb 41:9°. The maximum heat 
in sun was 89:5", and the minimum on the grass 14°8°. The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 17 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 56:2 hours, the greatest daily amount being 6:9 hours on 
the 12th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum 0-0, and the 
mean 0°D, Rain or snow fell on 14 days. The rain-fall measured 1:415 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘585 inch on the 6th. 

December.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29:866 inches; the highest reading (30°562 inches) was on the 18th, 
at 9 p.m., air calm; and the lowest (28-961 inches) on the 12th, at 
9 aM. wind W. ‘The mean temperature of the air was 41°6°; the 
maximum registered was 57:0°, and the minimum 25:9°.

Observations of earth temperature and of wind-force are provided for 
in the Table. The wind-force observations are personal estimates in 
accordance with Beaufort’s scale, and are specially liable to be affected 
by local circumstances. No previous comparison of corresponding data 
is available for the purpose of checking these results.
